DINING CAR. 


The first dining car was called the 


Delmon:co, of course. It must have 
reseiabKd our present beautiful din- 
ing cars but slightly. Built by thp 
Pullman company at its pioneer work? 
in Chi,ago, it was put into service 
in 186C and after a short but distin- 
guished career descended to the posi- 
tion of boarding car for constructors 
along ti.e line, but it did not come 
to this, at. corse, until great Improve- 
ments had been made upon it in sub- 
sequent madels. It v/as built in two 
section- with a kitchen in the mid- 
dle. O;iS end was a buffet arrange 
ment, a^d got itself nicknamed "the 
beer gaiden" before it had been in 
service many mcons. 


The Hoor of the car was uncarpet- 


ed, and the seats were ordinary low- 
backed coach seats, unholstered

THE NEW YORK STOCK EX- 


CHANGE. 


.Next to the light, tbe two features of 


the rcom which it is of greatest im- 
portance should be as convenient as 
possible are the telephones and the 
annunciator. At the present time. Ex- 
change members have about 500 tele- 
phones on the floor. In the old build- 
ing they were piaced everywhere that 
room could be found for them. In the 
new structure, however, the greatest 
attention has been paid to placing the 
telephones In the 
JQOSI 
convenient 


possible locatioa oa the floor. The 
instruments are to be placed against 
a row of parallel partitions at the New 
Street end of the floor. They also en- 
circle the great piers at that end 
which support the ceiling and floors 
above. An extraordinary amount of 
time and Ingenuity was expended in 
planning these telephones so that ev- 
ery inch of space should be saved 
to the main floor and so that the 
clerks who operate the instruments 
should not be in the way of the brok- 
ers on the floor. To that end it has 
oeen arranged tbat these clerks shall 
enter the Exchange by their own 
loor. They will not come into con- 
tact with floor members except when 
it is necessary to the transaction 01 
business. 


Second in importance only to the 


telephones Is the annunciator. In the 
old Exchange building the annunciator 
was a huge checker-board contrivance 
stretched across one waH. There were 
1,200 squares—one for each member 
and officer—with a number on each. 
When a member was wanted at the 
elephone, his clerk -would press a 
lutton, the flap covering his num- 
>er would fall, an-d the member -would 
•un to his telephone to get the mes- 
sage. It Is obvious that on a floor 
*'here perhaps 1,000 imen are moving 
xuout it is not easy to locate any one, 
50 that in the expeditious discharge 
if business these annunciators form 
in essential factor. In the new build- 
ing there is a most ingenious con- 
-rivance. In each of the two side walls 
->f the loom, other than1 those made by 
-he windows, there is a great oblong 
Checkerboard, 
of 
1,200 rectangles, 


^ach nine by twelve inches in size 
Hiesc rectangles are made of opaque 
;lass and upon each of them a mem- 
icr's number is painted in, distinct 
minerals. Behind each square are sev- 
n-al incandescent electric bulbs, with 
>ulbs of different colors. Any one of 
n,e bulbs may be operated by 
the 


nemiber's clerk 
If the member is 


vanted at the telephone a red light 
aay be turned on. If he Is wanted at 
is oflice immediately, a green one 
f some one wants him at the en- 
rance, a blue globe. By alternating 
he colors, by duplicating flashes, and 
>y other variations, it is obvious that 
.11 almost unlimited number of mes- 
ages may be flashed to a member on 
he floor. In a business where seconds 
Hen count for everything it will be 
ossible to save a vast amount of time 
.nd money through this form of an- 
uncator. One of them is fixed on 
ach >\all to save .the members from 
uoking one way all the time. Under 
no old system, the eyes of

Mr. Henry Wattorson has recently 


delivered himself of a severe criticism 
of the Four Hundred, which has at- 
tracted wide attention throughout the 
country. He saya "the distinguishing 
trait of the smart set is its moral aban- 
don" and accuses its members of many 
extremely naughty and reprehensible 
actions. 


The doings of the smart set area per- 


ennial theme for self constituted moral 
censors to wax indignant over, and 
ever and anon a Watterson arises to 
furnish "good copy" for the newspa- 
pers by telling the world in extremely 
vigorous English something which is 
already well known about the Pour 
Hundred aud which no person of even 
ordinary discernment ought to wonder 
at— namely, that the moral standards 
of the smart set ore not those of ordi- 
nary people. 
' Morality is entirely a social quality 
nnd is largely a matter of economic 
position, 1 fancy the^ members of the 
so called smart set are much like ordi- 
nary people in the clay of which they 
arc constructed and conduct them- 
selves exactly as most of their critics 
would act under similar circumstances. 
They are not justly censurable as indi- 
viduals nor as a class. They have 
reached their position of economic su- 
periority solely by reason of the exist- 
pii^e of terribly unjust social arrange- 
ments. Society as a whole is responsi- 
bls- for their existence as an economic 
class, and society must take the blame 
fqr their moral lapses. 


As a matter of actual fact most of 


this vigorous .criticism of the doings of' 
'the Four Hundred, is dictated mor^fes1- 
envy than by indignant virtue. The 
Ideal of nine-tenths of those who are 
not already wealthy is to be rich and 
have nothing ;to do in life but spend 
their mpney. It is toward the attain- 
ment of this Ideal that all or nearly all 
tlie economic arrangements of society 
tend, the creation of an idle class, and. 
having attained the ideal and being 
possessed of the ordinary amount of 
animal spirits which cannot be worked 
off in ordinary ways, they must con- 
coct and execute bizarre and uncon- 
ventional schemes and doings to fill in 
the dreary blank that would otherwise 
exist in their lives. How many of their 
indignant critics would be an iota bet- 
tor than they are if placed in the same 
circumstances? Suppose indignant vir- 
tue to have attained the social Ideal- 
plenty of money, with nothing to do 
but spend it— would it be any better 
than the smart set? 


We prate about "the dignity of la- 


bor," but we * use our utmost endeavors 
to escape the indignity of laboring. If 
we have any surplus left from our 
earnings, we endeavor to invest It in 
such a way as will enable us to grow 
rich suddenly so as to be relieved from 
the necessity of working any more. 
We want to mount -up Into the ranks 
of the idle class without much regard 
as to the means of doing so short of 
tlie acts which society classes as 
crimes,- such as housebreaking or train 
robbing. That is the social ideal. It is 
the heaven* of the poor to be able to 
live without work, to have nothing to 
do but spend one's money. 


We endeavor to inculcate to the 


minds of ihe masses respect for the BO 
called virtues of economy, abstemious- 
ness, etc. These are denominated mor- 
nl qualities which should be possessed 
by all members of society. They are 
taught as elements of an absolute mor- 
al code for the government of society. 


Out let a workingman make bis pile 


by a lucky stroke in mining. land or 
stock speculation, and the economy 
nn'd abstemiousness which were for- 
nierly regarded as virtues In him at 
once become extremely reprehensible 
traits of character. John Smith dress- 
es cheaply, but neatly, and avoids ex- 
cesses in eating and drinking and thus 
becomes a moral signboard for the 
guidance of his fellows. Russell Sage 
dresses in a ten dollar suit and eats an 
opple for luncheon and thus earns the 
execration of society and obtains a 
reputation as a niggardly old miser. 
Why the difference? John Smith is a 
workingman, with an income of $10 a 
week. Russell Sage is a millionaire, 
with an income of 510 a minute. Soci- 
ety Judges the two individuals by dif- 
ferent moral standards. It la John 
Smith's duty to save; it is Bussell 
Snge's duty to spend. And bow can 
Russell Sage perform his social duty if 
lie affects thu moral virtues of John 
Smith? 


It'i* quite an Interesting psycholog- 


ical study, these- different moral points 
of view from which society regards an 
identical act of different individuals, 
but : there is space here merely to call 
ntWntion to it. An understanding of 
these different points of view, however, 
will remove the veil from many of the 
teitng social problem* thnt confront 
on nod point the way to the attainment 
oftb healthy, sane and truly moral to- 
clfl I 'system. 


The members of tho smart set are 


Wally much to be pltiod. They have 
i.o proper, healthy anne and holy en- 
joyment of life. 
But of course they 


don't know this, being alroply ordinary' 
•rlny like the rest of us. They imagine* 
they are a superior set of people bo- 
en rise they have accomplished tho uni- 
versal social idea and have nothing to 
do but spend their money. Why should 
thoy be governed by Ihc precepts of 
bourgeois* morality? Society Itself h«t 
taught them differently from that. 
Every time thnt society winks at or 
appirtres of tho millionaire drunkard 
being carefully taken home In a back 
while the ordinary drunk is Uk«& tor 


the police station in th« Black Maria 
it exposes its real ethical stand* rd and 
gives countenance and support to ex- 
actly Bucb actions as Watterson and 
other critics condemn in the smart set 
of Newport. The real ethical principle 
which go%erns society is "all you need 
is the price." The smart set is but the 
reflex of an almost universal social 
condition. The Wattersons make rather 
cheap notoriety for themselves by peri- 
odically poariug forth the vials of their 
wrath oo the actions of the Four Hun- 
dred, but when it comes to condemning 
the economic conditions which make 
the Four Hundred possible they are 
most industriously sflent 


Short of progressively raising the 


standard of life and maintaining its 
economic position by raisin;: the wage 
rate of the working class, I can con- 
ceive of.no more important duty for 
the trade union than to inculcate proper 
ethical standards in the minds of its 
members, for it is by means of an 
entire change in the ethical point of 
view that the emancipation of labor 
will finally be accomplished. 
Most 


worklngmen are embryo capitalists, 
embryo members of the smart set. All 
they lack is the opportunity. 
When- 


ever they are ready to repudiate the 
economic and so the moral principles 
which animate present day society 
their emancipation is assured, for they 
are In the majority and can have any 
'system they really want. 
Capitalism 


flourishes because the workers would 
be capitalists if they could and are 
filled with the morality of capitalism.

LABOR EXPLOITED. 


THE PUBLIC'S INTEREST. 


Bow It *ny Be Protected From 


Greedy and Stubborn Employer*. 
Senator Mason of Illinois has an- 


nounced his intention of introducing a 
bill into congress to protect the inter- 
ests of the public in labor conflicts like 
the coal strike. The bill is to empower 
the government in such cases to au- 
"thorize the attorney general to appoint 
a receiver for the property and contin- 
ue the business until laborers and own- 
ers can "come to terms by arbitration or 
otherwise. 


Simultaneously with this comes a 


pamphlet from a prominent member of 
the Suffolk (Mass.) bar arguing from a 
common law basis that when property 
owners so use their property as to cre- 
ate a public interest in its administra- 
tion the public has a constitutional 
right to participate in the management 
under certain conditions. In support of 
this he cites the opinion of Chief Jus- 
tice Waite: 


"Property becomes clothed with a 


public interest when used in a manner 
to make it of public consequence and 
affect the community at large. When 
therefore one devotes his property to a 
use in which the public has an inter- 
est, ho in effect grants to the public an 
Interest in that use and must submit to 
be controlled by the public for the 
common good to the extent of the in- 
terest he has thus created." 


All this shows the tendency public 


opinion is taking and is sure to take if 
corporations insist upon acting in defi 
nnce of the public interest upon the 
theory that "God in his infinite wis- 
dom" 
has put the whole matter into 


their hands. The altogether more prev- 
alent notion and the one that is sure to 
assert itself with increasing effective- 
ness is that "God in his infinite wis- 
dom" has given control of this matter 
to the people, nnd they will proceed to 
exercise it through various forms of 
caustic legislation. — Gunton's Maga- 
Eine. 


Do Yon Hear the Colonel? 


In his report to Ibe president on the 


subject of a distinct anthracite labor 
union Carroll D. Wright said: 


"Some of the operators do not hesi- 


tate to say—and it is believed that this 
statement is favorably regarded by 
some of the union officers—that no 
great progress will be made toward n 
more peaceful condition in the mining: 
regions until the anthracite miners 
have a union of their own, its autono- 
my individualized and not complicated 
with that of the bituminous coal min- 
ers. This suggestion is made when 
discussing the question of discipline, 
the operators claiming that they had 
no trouble in the anthracite regions un- 
til the union of the bituminous coal 
miners undertook to organize the an- 
thracite coal miners and that if the an- 
thracite coal miners had a union of 
their own, -which might possibly be 
affiliated with the bituminous coal 
miners, they <.the operators) would be 
in n better position nnd in better tem- 
per to meet their employees through 
the organization than iiow. when they 
are obliged to deal with what they 
term strangers and outsiders."

Matrimony among the lady clerks of 


St. Paul is hereafter to be conducted <m 
union lines. The young women of tUe 
clerks' union, according to the dis- 
patches, have organized a league which 
has as its purpose the rejection of tlie 
attentions of men who are not .mem- 
bers of their respective trades unions. 
Tha platform of the league states that 
"a union built for two should be loy- 
ally affiliated with a union standing 
for decent hours and proper compensa- 
tion." Suitors for the hands of the 
hdy clerks will be compelled to show 
Jhelr cnrds when they put in nn nppenf- 
nnce. and when a man's card Is recog- 
nized at one house It will not be good 
anywhere cl»o.

INTERESTS OF WORKMEN AND EM- 


PLOYERS ARE NOT IDENTICAL, 


HOTT tke Wn«-e-»rorker» Are 


ed—Wfc»t Txtiona U«v«- Done—Ad- 
Tsarrd Position of Pro'feuor How- 
*rf b ->f Chicago University. 
Professor Jra W. Ilowarth of Chicago 


adversity recently delivered a lecture 
tn the Diversity extension scrips at 
Cleveland. His subject was "The La- 
bor Question." He said: 


"In watching the vast array of wage 


earners parading the streets of Chi- 
cago on Labor day the prophecy of 
Macaulay, uttered in a letter written to 
Sam Randolph in 1S57, rang in my 
ears. -The time will come,' he said, 
•when New England will be as thickly 
peopled as old England. Wages will be 
as low and will fluctuate as much with 
you as with us. You will have your 
Manchesters and Birmlnghams, and in 
those Manchesters and Birmingbams 
hundreds of thousands of artisans will 
assuredly be some time out of work. 
Then your institutions will be fairly 
brought to the test 
Through such 


seasons the United States will have to 
pass in the course of the next century 
If not in this.' I remember, too, the 
opinion of Herbert Spencer, who wrote 
to a citizen of this country, 'We have 
bad times before us, and you have still 
more dreadful times before you—civil 
war, immense bloodshed and eventual- 
ly military despotism of the severest 
type.' 
These pessimistic utterances 


hardly create a ripple in the placid 
optimism of the average American, but 
the bare possibility of general Industrial 
depression or a conceivable conflict of 
labor and capital extending throughout 
the wjbole country must impress upon 
him the necessity of an intelligent and 
impassioned consideration of the labor 
question with the view at least of less- 
ening the friction between employers 
and employees, if not of finding a final 
solution of the question. 


"The complaint of labor today is that 


under the present industrial regime a 
large number of wage earners are almost 
always out of employment and that 
those who are employed do not receive 
a fair share of the products of indus- 
try. As to the first complaint, it is con- 
tended by some that an army of the 
unemployed is necessary to make our 
present industrial system work, for 
unless there is such an army for the 
capitalist to draw upon he cannot meet 
the spasmodic demands characteristic 
of the markets of the world. The num- 
ber of toe unemployed in this country, 
of course, varies from time to time. 
The federal census of 1890 showed 
that 15% per cent of the total number 
engaged in gainful occupations were 
unemployed at their principal occupa- 
tions during some portion of the cen- 
sus year. The loss of labor and con- 
suming porter thus represented is a 
source of weakness which in the inter- 
est not only of the wage earner, bxit 
also of our entire society, should be de- 
stroyed. 


"When we turn to consider the pro- 


portion of the product of industry 
which goes to labor, we may find abun- 
dant statistics to prove either that la- 
bor is unjustly rewarded or the re- 
verse. One has but to examine the 
campaign book of his party to find am- 
ple support for the conclusion which 
his party sympathies have already led 
him to draw. The fact that conclusions 
of the two great political parties on 
this question are diametrically opposed 
seems to indicate that figurers, if not 
ligures, will lit. A report recently Is- 
sued by the treasury department gives 
us a basis for determining the share of 
labor in the manufacturing industries. 
It shows that In 1000 there were in 
round numbers 513,000 manufacturing 
establishments with 5,700,000 employed 
and turning out nn aggregate product 
of $13,000,000,000, The total cost of 
wages, salaries, materials, etc., was 
$11,000,000,000, thus leaving to capital 
$1,900,000,000, or about 20 per cent on 
the capital invested. Tlio same report 
sliows that the average \vnges in these* 
industries In 1900 was $438 as against 
?445 in 1S90, and the aMjrago number 
of wage earners increased from 1890 to 
1900 
23.1 per cent, while the total 


wages increased but 23.1 per cent. 
Tho Massachusetts bureau of statistics 
In a recent investigation of the cost of 
living has arrived at the conclusion 
that the average man is not so well o£f 
as he has been. 


"The question of greater impor- 


tance, however, is not whether the 
condition of the wage earner is im- 
proving, but whether it lias ever be^n 
what it ought to bp. As to the hitter 
question I do not think that it can 
be successfully contended that labor 
has ever, on the whole, shared equita- 
bly with capital. Generally speaking, 
tho capitalist has been the lion of In- 
dustry, and he has appropriated the 
lion's share. 
Whenever anybody gets 


money without earning It, somebody 
earns money without getting It. Many 
of those who Insist that labor is> not 
underpaid have bocn arguing this for 
many years. At the same time they 
Claim that wages have been rising. 
The conclusion would naturally be 
that wages arc now too high, but Die 
most ardont apologist of capital hesi- 
tates In rognrd to nd\nncing such an 
absurdity. Tho fact is Hint labor hn* 
just cause of complaint, nnd the sooner 
this in generally recognized the more 
rnpidly shall wo nppronch n solution 
of the labor question. 


"Of courop the responsibility for tbo 


present condition of labor doc«"not rest 
wholly upon employer*' of labor. The 
Inefficient laborer whose InrflVlency Is 
due to some pcrsonni cnuxs, who Iflcks 
Intercut In his work or In bin employ- 
rr'g huslnoia, who l« thriftless nnd 
who I* unnblo or unwilling to combine 
with hltt follow Inborcrw to scrnro bet- 
tci wnjfOH, has himself" to blame for 


bis unsatisfactory condition. At the 
same time it must be recognized that 
one of the faur.< of the wage system 
Is that it docs not proi jde in mere 
time wages a sufficient luothi* of in- 
terest to the laLorvr. : ml r should 
also be rc<-o!,'n.zed iL-u <-.\]>lo.t;n.ioji is 
now, as it has been, wic of UK- luust-j, 
of the ui!t»fo:;u3:es of 3..!<;r. 


"It Is fr^jat'jitly said '.hat the inter- 


ests of labor .i:id capita! an' identical, 
but this is irut onlv in a l.jnm-U -VIIM.* 
Labor and capital li;nc coninio.i JHTW 
ests in st'ntrr.1 prusij.>rny. In cheap 
production ani! iu the payment of st:ch 
wages a» ar« n-x-ts-sury lo presprit; lUe 
elliciency of labor—tlint is to say,. i'i?y 
have a common Interest in producing 
as much as posMiile. Hut bore the- 
Identity c-nds, and those- who seek to 
reconcile labor and capital by pr» ach- 
ing a community of interests are ca- 
gajred In a vain undertaking. Their 
mistake arises from the contemplation 
of an ideal harmony of Interests which 
does not now exist and which never 
can exist until the interests of both la- 
bor and capital are ideal. Kinployees 
want the highest wages they ean get, 
employers the lowest they can i-ay. 
Employees want shorter hours without 
reduced pay, employers longer hours 
without increased pay. 
Employers 


want severe competition among !.il»or- 
c-rs; employees strive to limit competi- 
tion among themselves bj methods 
good and bad. Employers favor piece- 
work; employees discourage i*. Em- 
ployees favor the organization of labor; 
many employers are opposed to it. The 
history of labor legislation plainly re- 
flects this clashing of interests. 


"Trade unions have been instrumen- 


tal in raising wages, in pre^ enting re- 
duction of wages, in shortening the 
hours of toil and in securing legisla- 
tion favorable to labor. It is plain 
enough why capital has in general op- 
posed trade unions. To be sure, the 
value of the union Is now admitted by 
many employers, but this is due large- 
ly to the fact that the emplojer has 
been to some extent shorn of his power 
over labor and has become reconciled 
to it. 


"Inasmuch as the exploitation is the 


result of ignorance and selfishness it is 
plain that the final solution of the la- 
bor question depends upon the educa- 
tion of the employers and employees, 
the development of a type of man 
whose interests are identmed with 
those of his fellow men. This, how- 
ever, Is far in the future, nnd our chief 
object now should be to limit the pow 
er of some men to exploit other men 
The Golden Rule, not the rule of gold. 
is what needs to bo urged. At 4he same 
time it must be remembered that the 
Golden Rule Itself cannot solve the la- 
bor question unless It is generally prac- 
ticed. The employer who of himself 
undertakes to follow the Golden Rule 
in his business will doubtless find him- 
self undersold by those who practice 
the 'tricks of the trade.' There ib no 
individual solution of a social problem. 


"As a remedy for the losses aud in- 


conveniences of the open conflict be- 
tween labor and capital arbitration is 
frequently proposed This is in the line 
of social evolution. There arc the same 
reasons for the arbitration of labor 
troubles as for the arbitration of inter- 
national difficulties. Trade unions as a 
rule favor arbitration. Some employers 
do, and those who find 'nothing to ar- 
bitrate' will change their view as laboi 
becomes more thoroughly organized 
Both labor and capital oppose compul- 
sory arbitration, nnd it must be admit- 
ted that there are many difficulties in 
the way of it. Still, the arguments 
against it are not wholly com incing. 
Theoretical propositions concerning the 
proper limits of the state's functions 
have no weight whatever. A priori dec- 
larations about the 'liberty of the sub- 
ject' have less and less influence ns 
men recognize more clearly tlie fact 
Hint true individual freedom is attained 
only through social regulation. On the 
other hand, the objection of labor to 
tlie incorporation of trade unions and 
the claim that labor would not rccohe 
justice at the hnmls of a court of arbi- 
tration do not seem to me to be well 
founded. No doubt there is some truth 
In the claim that capital influences the 
courts, but there would be less truth 
in it if laborers would exercise more in- 
telligently their right of suffrage. The 
incorporation of labor organizations 
then, so that they will bo responsible 
for their octs, and the establishment of 
courts of arbitration before which par- 
ties to a labor disturbance may present 
their grievances and whose finding will 
be binding upon both sides are reniw- 
dles for modern labor troubles which 
the public would do well to consider."

body rests, no one has been able to 
identify the woman. 


The view of all the townspeople is 


that she was a stranger in "Reading. 
One man, who refused to give 
his 


name, as hs could not make a posi- 
tive identification, said that in a gen- 
eral way the woman looked like his 
wife, but that he had not lived with 
her cor seen her in a number of years. 


The police, while net disputing the 


evidence that the woman v<as a va- 
grant, are of the opinion that she had 
net been dead for any length of time. 


They are fully convinced that the 


murder was committed in anger, from 
the fact that each, one of the wounds 
about the head would have 
caused 


death. It is believed also that the 
body was conveyed in a team to the 
place near where it was found, and 
dragged from the road to its hiding 
place. The dragging of the body is 
taken to indicate that only one person 
handled it and the fact that it was 
only partly hidden by the boughs 
which were brown over it is taken to 
sihow that the work was- done very 
hurriedly or at early dawn or at night 
when the .murderer could 
not see 


clearly to make the biding effectual. 


During the forenoon, several per- 


sons who live in the vicinity of tbe 
place "where the woman's body was 
found met General Whitney and gave 
him such evidence as they possessed. 
Among them were Dennis Daly, who 
lives on Main street. Daly saw a man 
and woman walking along tbe high- 
way yesterday afternoon about half 
a mile from tbe place wbere the body 
was found. The woman answered the 
description of the murdered one, an; 
tihe man was of middle age, about 
five f«et, nine inches in height, weigh- 
ing about 140 pound's. He bad a heavj 
dark moustache streaked witb gray 
and "wore a long dark coat. 


The man. who thought the woman 


might 'be his wife is Sam Weingert 
of

here very early this imcrning because 
the police had found upon the body 
a marriage 
certificate

name. Weingert is a Hebrew peddler 
and his home is at 18 Prince street. 


Later in the day it was admitted 


that positive identification of the wom- 
an as being the one seen yesterday 
by Mr. Burns and Mr. Daly had been 
made. A good description of the man 
said to have been seen -with, tbe vic- 
tim was furnished the police. Tbis 
is considered an important clue.

TTinnipeg, ilan., fiepr. 25.—The news 


from Yorktown, Assiniboia, that the I 
Doukhobors of that district have de- 
veloped the religious inauia that was 
the cause of their harsh persecution by 
the Russian authorities has been ex- 
pected for souse time by those best ac- 
quainted with the peculiar racial char- 
acteristics aud customs of this odd peo- 
ple. At the saaje time- it comes as a 
shock to the- authorities of the country, 
who ,had "been led to believe that the 
race to which they bad given refuge 
was rapidly assimilating all that -was 
best of Canadian life 


As a matter of fact, the Doukhobors 


have been living in Canada for fully 
three years without showing any signs 
of a recurrence of the fanaticism for 
which they were noted in Russia. Now 
that it has come back, however, it 
seems to have seized the people with a 
{rrip from which there is no escape. 
The most unpleasant feature of it is 
that it is causing them to neglect their 
crops owing to their belief that their 
beasts of burden are as much entitled 
to liberty as they themselves. The 
fields are filled with rich harvests rot- 
ting on the roots, while cows and 
horses roam at will. Moreover, the 
Doukhobors believe that it is sinful to 
eat meat, and as then* supply of vege- 
tables is scanty great suffering is cer- 
tain to result this winter, and the 
ranks of the queer people will be sadly 
decimated before spring unless a cure 
for the evils of their creed is speedily 
found. 


The problem thus presented to the 


administration at Ottawa is by no 
means easy of solution. The authori-- 
ties are loath to use force against the 
simple Immigrants, but it would seem 
as though force will finally be abso- 
lutely necessary. 'Word comes from 
Ottawa that in their extremity the Im- 
migration officials threw out a polite 
hint to Russia that they would not be 
at all sorry to deport the Doukhobors 
to the country whence they came, but 
the answer was a curt refusal by the 
government of the bear to have any- 
thing whatever to do with them. Can- 
ada was Informed that the Doukho- 
bors would certainly not be allowed

There are fully 5,000 
Doukbobors 


in the Northwest Territories, scat- 
tered throughout a vast extent of 
land. While the mania has not so far 
affected every settlement, it is spread- 
ing so rapidly thr.t 5t must finally dis- 
turb the whole race unless it is 
checked by some radical measures. 
The stricken people not only take no 
heed to the needs of the future, but 
seem oblivious to the wants of the 
present. 
Though winter is rapidly 


comiug on and the weather is already 
extremely cold in the district where 
they are living, they are clad in the 
lightest of cotton garments only. 
In 


some houses a single bag of flour is 
all that is to be seen in the way of 
food. 
In answer to the protests ol 


their Canadian neighbors they assert 
that God will take care of them if they 
do what is right, and it is this beliel 
that is impelling them to their present 
strange actions. 


It has long been the ambition of the 


Laurier administration 
to see the 


whole of the great northwest settled 
before the members lose their tenure 
of office, and for this reason they have 
been encouraging the immigration of 
almost any sort of people. 
Protests 


have not been wanting from many ex- 
pert sociologists, who see in this indis- 
criminate filling up of the country a 
menace to its prosperity in the future. 
It is altogether likely that with the 
example of the Doukhobors before 
their eyes the authorities will in the 
future,exercise a more strict supervi- 
sion of the Immigration question. 


In striking contrast to the develop- 


ment of the Doukhobors in their Ca- 
nadian homes is the progress made by 
another class of settlers who were con- 
demned upon their arrival as heartily 
ns the Doukhobors were praised by the 
Canadian press. The Galicians of the 
Edmonton district have given a strik- 
ing Instance of what can be accom- 
plished with people who on their ar- 
rival were pronounced little better than 
barbarians.

Caring for no one in the 
world and knowing that no one cares 
for him, he sinks lower and lower. A , 
strange likeness to another man gives 
him the opportunity of saving the life 
of this man by personating him and 
saving himself by his wits. ^Gratitude 
from the sweetheart of the benefited 
man gives him entree to her home, and 
the sudden thought of what he might 
have become had he known her sooner 
brings with it a sort of silent worship, 
which in the end causes him to die in 
place of her fiance, again using the 
fatal likeness as a blind. 


The transitions of feeling, the lights 


and shades of the character as devel- 
oped by Martin Harvey, evidence the 
fact that he is a great actor, and at no 
time through the play did I feel that 
he lacked the ability to depict every 
emotion of the unfortunate Sidney Car- 
ton. The voice of Mr. narvey is mu- 
sical in thfe extreme, and his intonation 
and enunciation are so remarkably 
clear as to add zest to a fine perform- 
ance. Mr. Harvey is young, is very 
thin and delicate looking. He is far 
from handsome, but he is a good ac- 
tor, and that is what the audience 
wants after all. 
His speech before 


the tribunal was a most stirring ino- 
ment, but while this is the strongest 
scene of the play I thought all his 
work equally good.

canyon were massive ledges of rock, 
huge bowlders, as if thrown by giant 
hancffc Rising from the depths of the 
canyon were firs and pines whose lean 
and lofty tops easily reached our level.

We had left Newcastle, Australia, In

Our captain, Paul Bey- 
er, was a clever soaruan aud a good 
master, and a sailor can ask for noth- 
ing better.

A heavy bl.tck fog 
began to creep over the Pacific, and al- 
most as soon as the capi.iin hit the 
water the air seemed alive with alba- 
trosses—not a dozen or fifty, but fullv 
200. 


They made for the captain with

"We've lost a good captain," said 


Mate Ilulke, "and none of us ever saw 
a more terrible sight." His voice was 
unsteady. He couldn't say any more. 


The fog kept up, and behind, their 


great -wings shining through it, sailed 
the albatrosses, looking peaceful and 
harmless as they turned their heads 
this way aud that, watching the sur- 
face of the sea. 


Now it was a puzzle where so many 


of them came from, and if ever I, a 
sailor, had been told thoy would at- 
tack a. man like that I would not have 
believed it. But here it was. Wo saw 
it, and it will be a sight to remember.

As the Gazelle 
nenred the wrst co;s*t of Africa the 
lookout sighted a rowboat living :s dis- 
tress signal, and at once everything 
necessary was being done to reach the 
unfortunate craft, which was found to 
contain an escaped convict from one of 
the nearby Australian colonies. 


When it came" alongside- the vessel, 


Mr. Hathaway reached out his hands 
and helped on board the fugitive, who 
proved to be John Boyle O'Kellly, who 
later became Boston's adopted son and 
one of her most beloved and respected 
citizens. 


Six months after his rescue O'Reilly 


insisted on joining the sailors who hud 
been ordered out in a small boat, com-

After his return from Greenland Cap-' 


tain Hathaway was appointed chief of > 
the police of New Bedford and while1 
serving his name city in this capatity' 
was again afforded an opportunity of! 
being of service to O'iMlly.

planning for the release of the Irl«h po-1 
litical prisoners who had been O'!ti-il-. 
ly's companions in the prison from] 
which he escaped. Although O'JCeiliy i 
was not a member of the clau, he was j 
intrusted with their secret ami not;

Mmsc-lf, but solicited ihe counsel and ', 
aid of Captain Hathaway. i:i.<l .Ium<"S 
Jeffrt-y Itoche says in his ac<-j>-i.Jt of 
their gigantic undertaking thr.i "he. 
found that his loyalty and courage lied 
not changed with years, for he enu-red 
into the plans will great steal, bringing 
to the council the best attributes of ;;u 
American sailor—a warm heart and a 
cool head." 


Acting under his advice a vessel was 


bought and sent out. ostensibly on :1 
whaling cruise, thus averting tho sus- 
picion which would be sure to attach to 
a ship of any other description cruising 
in Western Australian waters. The ex- 
pedition was a remarkable success, and 
when the mou who had endured years 
of prison life stepped upon the wharf 
in New Bedford they found instead of 
arrest, which the papers from English 
officials requested, as hearty and siu- 
cere a welcome as any extended by 
their own countrymen. 


The old sea flavored, weather beaton 


manuscript book containing the private 
"log" which Captain Hathaway kept 
during the year which followed his ex- 
periences in the Indian ocean was the 
most fondly cherished by John Boyle 
O'Reilly of all the volumes which his 
well stocked library contained and i« 
now regarded as a treasure by the fam- 
ily of the dead poet.

manded by Hathaway, to capture a 
whale and encountered wh.it Is termed 
a ''bad" whale, the one he doubtless re- 
fers to in his poem. "The Amber 
Whale." 


After being struck the whale turned 


ou bis pursuers aud with a blow of ins 
flukes shattered the boat into atoms 
with the exception of a small piece of 
the stern, and to this Hathaway clunjt 
and immediately looked fcr O'Reilly, 
whom he knew had been stunned. At 
first he was nowhere to be seen, but a 
moment later his white face appeared 
on the opposite side of the wreck to 
which Hathaway was clinging. Quick- 
ly seizing him by the hair. Hathaway 
pulled him on to the only support left 
for cither of them and there held him 
for four hours. 


When relief reached them, O'Reilly 


soon recovered cousciousucss, but Hath- 
away fell senseless and lay for many 
hours apparently dead. 


Two months later the Gazelle put in- 


to the harbor of Roderique. a British 
island in the Indian ocean, to get a 
supply of fresh water. Telegrams an- 
nouncing the escape and description of 
O'Reilly had preceded her, and just be- 
fore sunset on the day of his arrival a 
boat came alongside with the gov- 
ernor of the Island and a guard of po- 
lice on board. Hathaway was ou the 
ship's deck at the time, and beside him 
stood O'Reilly. 


It was a moment In both their lives 


never to be forgotten, for between them 
had sprung up a friendship which in 
later years ripened Into a love "passing 
the love of -woman." Before O'Reilly 
loomed up the tortures which ho so 
well knew awaited the deserter from 
an English prison, and to the sensitive. 
chivalrous nature of Hathaway his ap- 
parent helplessness to save the man for 
whom he had recently risked his life- 
was well nigh unbearable, but his 
adroitness and tact came to their assist- 
ance, and the officers departed without 
recognizing the object of their search. 


Fearing for their return. Hathaway 


concealed O'Reilly In an unused locker 
which had for a cover one of the cabin 
stairs, and there ho remained uutil tho 
vessel was a^aln out at sea. 


By this time O'Reilly's identity had 


become known to tho sailors on tho 
Gazelle, nnd Captain Glfford, to whom 
O'Reilly dedicated his first book of 
poems, decided that the only safety re- 
maining for his passenger was to trans- 
fer him to auothcr vessel before the 
next port was reached. 
This he suc- 


ceeded in doing, nnd In a few months 
D'Rcilly landed safely in Philadelphia.

after this eventful one wna to Green- 
land, and in November, 1870. the VCBHC! 


j on which he Hailed was lost In the Ice 
In Cumberland Inlot. and the crew were
